8 Astoria River Crossing. Waterfall upstream seen 
from bridge. 

9 Highway Junction Mount Edith Cavell, 9 miles. 

15 Whirlpool River Crossing. (Athabasca Pass 
Route.) Used by early fur traders on their way 
to Columbia River. 

20 Athabasca Falls. Road crosses this miniature 
Niagara Falls. 

24 Lookout Point. Fine view of Athabasca Valley. 

33 Side road on left to Sunwapta Falls, about two 
miles. Sunwapta empties into Athabasca. 

47 Pobaktan Creek. 

50 Jonas Creek. Named after Jonas, a Stony Indian 
chief. 

56 Beauty Creek. Short distance upstream — Stair¬ 
way Falls. 

63 Viewpoint, Sunwapta River boils through its 
canyon. 

66 Columbia Ice Fields. From which streams flow to 
the Pacific, Arctic and Atlantic Oceans. 

69 Northern Boundary Banff National Park.

73 Camp Parker—Junction of Nigel and Sunwapta 
Passes. Another of the old and historic camp sites. 

72 Panther Falls. A short distance below the big 
hill and about 300 feet down the road, the beauti¬ 
ful falls can be seen on the Nigel Creek with a 
drop of almost 600 feet. 

70 Saskatchewan Big Hill. North Saskatchewan 
river rises out of a canyon to the west. 

62 Alexandria Kiver, rises short distance to the west 
from the Castleguard, Alexandria and Lyell gla¬ 
ciers. 

50 North Saskatchewan Crossing. Public camp 
ground. The highway crosses at the site of the 
old ford. The North Saskatchewan is formed from 
the junction of the Mistaya River from the south, 
the Howse River from the south-west, and the 
North Ford River from the north. 

47 Mistaya Canyon. Half-mile from motor road. 

39 Lower Waterfowl Lake. 

36 Upper Waterfowl Lake. 

28 Summit of Bow Pass, highest point on road, ele¬ 
vation 6,783 feet. 

24 Bow Glacier. Chalet accommodation. 

23 Bow Lake. Altitude 6,500 feet. 

21 The Crowfoot Glacier seen across the narrow 
valley. 

17 Mosquito and No-see-um Creek. Camp ground. 

5 Kicking Horse Pass can be seen across the valley, 
the route of the Big Bend highway. 

2 Herbert Lake. 

0 Junction of Banff-Lake Louise highway. Vi mile 
east Lake Louise station.

* Jasper Park 

Jasper Park, the largest mountain park in the world, 
is situated in the Rocky Mountains in the Province of 
Alberta. It has many miles of motor roads, with pOny 
trails penetrating to every point of interest in the park. 

This park has the largest glacial area, highest moun¬ 
tains, and glacial fed lakes south of Alaska. 

Those interested in mountain climbing will find Swiss 
guides available. Some of the highest peaks can be 
reached by motor car, while horses are available to 
reach distant points. 

For those who prefer to spend their holidays on the 
trail, and camp out in the mountains, there are well 
equipped pack outfits, who will provide horses, guides, 
food and camping equipment. 

Saddle horses are available by the day, week or 
month. 

The town of Jasper, with a population of about 1500 
people, is connected with the outside world by the Cana¬ 
dian National Railway and a motor highway via Ed¬ 
monton, the capital of Alberta, and the Banff-Jasper 
highway. 

There is also an information Bureau, Chamber of 
Commerce, and Guides and Trailman’s Association, all 
of whom will be glad to help you make your holiday in 
Jasper Park a success.
